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Honest Judge, Bad Attorney? 

A former client of Superior Court Judge Thomas M. Goethals claims 
his shoddy lawyering landed him a life sentence for murder 



A hail of fatal .357 magnum bul¬ 
lets fired 21 years ago into a 
frightened Honda CRX driver 
sitting at a red light in Garden 
Grove resulted in an international man¬ 
hunt and numerous arrests. But the mur¬ 
der of UC Irvine student Robert Sapinoso 
continues to generate controversy inside 
federal court. The 
lingering question: 
Did a defense law¬ 
yer, who is now a 
prominent Orange 
County judge, ren¬ 
der lousy trial work 
that sabotaged an 
Asian gang boss? 

Some facts of 
the case aren’t in 
dispute. On Aug. 17, 
1994, Sapinoso and college buddy Edward 
Bergenholtz stood outside Bergenholtz’s 
Boyd Street residence and saw a suspi¬ 
cious gray van drive by slowly. They 
thought the occupants might have been 
responsible for vandalism committed the 
night before in the neighborhood and 
jumped into the white CRX for a chase. 

At the intersection of Trask Avenue and 
Newland Street near the 22 freeway, Huan 
Van Nguyen, a leader of the Dragon Fam¬ 
ily criminal street gang, exited the van, 
quickly walked toward the CRX, raised 
a handgun from behind his back and, at 
a distance of a few feet, fired four or five 
shots into the car. Glass loudly shattered. 
Sapinoso died; Bergengholtz, who’d 
ducked, wasn’t struck and claimed they’d 
initiated the tail only to get a license-plate 
number for police. 

Authorities later won multiple convic¬ 
tions against the van’s other occupants and 
an extradited Nguyen, who was captured 
in Canada after a side trip to Boston; he 
narrowly escaped the death penalty after 
his 2002 trial, at which jurors couldn’t 
agree on a punishment. Two years later, 
Judge William R. Froeberg issued a term of 
life without the possibility of parole. Now 
41 years old and a resident of the California 
State Prison at Lancaster, Nguyen and his 
veteran, Costa Mesa appellate attorney, 
Correen Ferrentino, argue the case is a 
travesty of justice. He acknowledges he’s 
the shooter but claims the government’s 
theory of a special-circumstances, lying- 
in-wait murder rests on wrongly excluded 
evidence that, if it had been admitted for 
jury consideration, could have resulted in 
a lesser conviction and a return to freedom 
after his prison stint. 

This is where Thomas M. Goethals 
enters the story. Before he became an OC 


Superior Court judge handling felony 
trials, Goethals worked as a homicide 
prosecutor, then as a defense lawyer. He 
has earned a reputation on the bench as 
a stickler on ethics and a commander of 
complex legal issues, especially in the 
ongoingPeople v. Scott Dekraai scandal, 
over which he presides. Though he saved 
Nguyen (a.k.a. “Cha”) from capital punish¬ 
ment, he’s not getting any sincere thank- 
you notes. The killer believes he’s the 
victim of “ineffective” trial work that took 
what should have been a voluntary-man- 
slaughter case and made it first-degree 
murder eligible for the death penalty. 

In Ferrentino’s recounting of events, 
there was no lying-in-wait factor. The 
van’s occupants drove down Boyd Street, 
saw Sapinoso and Bergenholtz outside, 
stared but didn’t yell a word—including 
any gang lingo—and left the neighbor¬ 
hood, a story backed by eyewitnesses. 
Nguyen believed the men, also of Asian 
descent, belonged to a rival, Little Saigon- 
region gang, VFL (Vietnamese for Life), 
that had previously assaulted a Dragon 
Family colleague, according to court 
records. Worse, Nguyen saw them enter 
a garage, assumed they were retrieving 
a weapon for a lethal attack and ordered 
the van’s driver to leave the area. Though 
police didn’t recover a weapon in the 
victim’s car after Bergenholtz drove it to 
a hospital, two independent witnesses in 
the neighborhood thought the men car¬ 
ried a gun at the outset of the pursuit. 

But Goethals decided to not call those 
witnesses during the guilt phase of the 
trial. To Ferrentino, the move was a huge 
tactical blunder that worked against a 
legitimate “imperfect self-defense” claim 
in which Nguyen had an “actual but 
unreasonable belief in the necessity to 
defend himself” against his pursuers. 

“This additional evidence would have 
arguably cast the victims in an entirely 
different light and would have certainly 
supported the testimony about [Nguyen’s] 
stated concerns that he was being fol¬ 
lowed by armed, rival gang members,” 
she wrote in an appellate brief. “Instead, 
without this evidence, the prosecution 
was allowed to portray, without defense 
refutation, that the occupants of the CRX 
were merely innocent victims trying to get 
a license [-plate] number.” 

Ferrentino claims Goethals didn’t 
properly investigate other potential pro- 
defense evidence: Sapinoso and Bergen¬ 
holtz had gunshot residue on their hands 
after the incident. Those findings likely 
meant either Nguyen’s close-range fir¬ 
ings were responsible or they’d handled 


a gun themselves. Bergenholtz testified 
he wasn’t a gangster and didn’t possess a 
weapon, but Goethals didn’t seek a foren¬ 
sic answer. He also didn’t take advantage 
of records that showed police had been 
summoned to Bergenholtz’s home more 
than a dozen times for suspected gang- 
related issues, according to Ferrentino. 

“Without [those pieces of evidence], 
Nguyen’s otherwise-viable self-defense 
claims appeared contrived, disingenuous 
and incredible,” she observed. “Coupled 
with [Goethals’] other failures, Nguyen was 
denied effective counsel and a fair trial.” 

In his own accounting for reviewing 
judges, Goethals defended his role in the 
“dangerous and difficult” case in which he 
told Nguyen to not testify. He explained 
his tactical moves had one aim: saving 
his client from the death penalty. The 
decision against summoning the gun wit¬ 
nesses until the penalty phase “haunted” 
him in the aftermath, but he still thinks it 
was the correct call because of potential 
credibility issues. 

Goethals’ work gained support from 
U.S. Magistrate Judge Margaret A. Nagle. 
Earlier this year, Nagle issued a report 
that noted her legal obligation to accept 
facts most favorable to the prosecution 
and sided with a state appellate court’s 
previous ruling against the defendant’s 
complaints. “[Nguyen] has failed to 
overcome the strong presumption that 
Goethals’ advice that he should not testify 
fell within the wide range of reasonable 
professional assistance and, thus, was not 
constitutionally deficient,” Nagle opined. 

The California Attorney General’s office 
also backed Nguyen’s murder conviction. 


In a brief for Nagle’s consideration, they 
described the crime as an “ambush” of 
“sitting ducks” by a killer who concocted a 
fraudulent self-defense tale. 

“From the evidence, a rational juror 
could reasonably find [Nguyen] launched 
a surprise attack on the unsuspecting vic¬ 
tims from a position of advantage immedi¬ 
ately upon obtaining the opportune time to 
act,” Deputy Attorney General Ronald A. 
Jakob wrote. “The pivotal issue for imper¬ 
fect self-defense was whether Nguyen 
believed the victims had a gun—not 
whether some other witnesses entertained 
that belief. Any evidence beyond that fact 
would not have changed the outcome of 
the trial, and any witness testimony to that 
effect was best used to successfully infuse 
a lingering doubt in the penalty phase.” 

In late July, U.S. District Court Judge 
Stephen V. Wilson accepted Nagle’s 
findings. Wilson closed the matter after 
blocking additional federal appeals. Bar¬ 
ring extraordinary events, Nguyen will die 
in his state prison cell and Goethals will 
continue overseeing the biggest pending 
death-penalty case in the county: Dekraai, 
stemming from the 2011 Seal Beach 
salon massacre. Prosecutors want him 
executed. Dekraai’s public defender, Scott 
Sanders, claims our local criminal-justice 
system has a history of tainted outcomes 
and can’t be trusted to fairly impose the 
government’s ultimate punishment.

DEVELOPERS ARE INCREASINGLY EYEING 

SENIOR-CITIZEN MOBILE-HOME PARKS FOR 

CLOSURE-BUT RESIDENTS ARE FIGHTING BACK

G inger Roberts sits on a loveseat against the window 
at the clubhouse of Costa Mesa’s Rolling Homes 
Mobile Park. The 81-year-old’s neighbors are pool- 
side, sipping beers and cocktails while playing a 
particularly testy card game. “Where’s your cocktail?” one 
player cracks as someone joins in. “You should always have a 
cocktail in hand.” 

Though it’s near the end of the 55 freeway and faces busy 
Newport Boulevard, the scene is calm, relaxing, an ideal place 
for seniors to live out their golden years. Roberts looks on 
from inside the clubhouse, the harsh sunlight nearly obscuring 
her small frame. She’s recalling for a reporter the day Rolling 
Homes residents learned their way of life here had no future. 
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“One Sunday morning [in 2013], I was getting ready for 
church,” Roberts says, her shock of short, red hair and thick, 
black eyeliner complementing her feisty tone. “A friend called 
me and informed me that our park was for sale in the Daily 
Pilot and that they were going to put a high-rise in place of 
our homes.” 

The 55-and-older mobile-home park was the planned site 
of a four-story luxury apartment complex—and Rolling Homes 
residents could do nothing about it. They were subject to 
California laws that allow owners of mobile-home parks with 
no homeowners’ associations (HOAs) to keep a property sale 
secret until the very end—eviction notices. Rolling Homes 
didn’t have an HOA because residents thought they’d never 
need one. 

“We were always told the park would never be sold,” Roberts 
says. “The owners’ dad was a huge Christian, and he wanted to 
leave the park for low-income seniors.” 




















But when former owners Ralph and 
June Cover—“Wonderful people/’ Rob¬ 
erts insists—passed away, their daughters 
took over. Though Roberts maintains the 
daughters were “hoodwinked by smooth 
developers,” they began negotiating a sale 
to Newport Beach-based Province Group 
in 2013, who quickly drew up plans and 
petitioned the Costa Mesa City Council to 
rezone the land. 

Province Group’s plans for a 208-unit 
complex does not take into consideration 
the impact to Rolling Homes residents 
and neighboringbusinesses. The devel¬ 
oper offered apartments constructed with 
only “high-quality materials” wrapped 
around a five-level parking structure, 
featuring roughly 400 parking spots, 
and promised, “Redevelopment of this 
property will create a much more visually 
appealing community.” 

Larry Sutton, owner of nearby Orange 
County Trailer Supply, discovered his 
office was to become a driveway to the 
complex. At a July 2013 City Council 
meeting, he maintained that his busi¬ 
ness was not for sale. “It’s probably one 
of the oldest businesses in Costa Mesa, 
if not in the top two or three, and it 
doesn’t plan on moving,” Sutton said 
resolutely, drawing laughs and applause 
from the crowd. 

The residents, who had quickly orga¬ 
nized into an HOA before that meet¬ 
ing, attended in force. They held signs 
pleading, “Save Our Senior Park”; they 
cheered when one of their own spoke. 
“The guys that wanted us gone, their 
jaws just dropped,” Roberts says, grin¬ 
ning with self-satisfaction. According 
to the Daily Pilot, Province Group tried 
to convince council members that the 
new complex would raise the property’s 
values from less than $500,000 to $50 
million. Then-Mayor Jim Righeimer 
told the residents, “It’s very, very valu¬ 
able land, and the amount that you’re 
paying in rent is nowhere near the value 
of this land.” 

But Rolling Homes residents won that 
night. The City Council rejected Province 
Group’s plans; the Rolling Homes land¬ 
lords offered five-year leases with mod¬ 
est annual rent increases. The reprieve, 
however, is likely temporary. “As we 
were leaving, Mayor Jim Righeimer, told 
us, ‘You all have to be prepared because 
you’re going to lose your homes,”’ Roberts 
recalls. “Many of us are in our seventies 
and eighties and crippled. How could he 
do that? I wonder how he sleeps at night. 
Where are we going to go?” 

Soon after, the Costa Mesa Mobile 
Home Coalition was formed, uniting Roll¬ 
ing Homes tenants with similar renters 
and homeowners across the city to fight 
for an ordinance that protects them. The 
proposal: make developers follow certain 
steps when they decide to convert mobile- 
home parks into more-expensive devel¬ 
opments and kick the poor, elderly and 
working class out. 

“It’s now our mission to help other 
mobile-home parks,” Roberts says. And 
they need all the help they can get. 


L ong the refuge of senior citizens 
and low-income households, 
mobile-home parks throughout 
Orange County are increas¬ 
ingly drawing the interest of developers 
looking to build new housing in an area 
where land is at a severe premium. Roll¬ 
ing Homes would have been the fourth 
park to close for incoming luxury apart¬ 
ments in Costa Mesa and neighboring 
Newport Beach in just the past two years; 
previous victims include Ebb Tide Mobile 
Home Park, Marina Mobile Home Park 
and Anchor Trailer Port. Closures often 
entail Orwellian relocation contracts that 
leave many residents desperate and broke. 
When there are no city laws to regulate the 
conversion, developers offer pittance relo¬ 
cation allowances despite costs easily top¬ 
ping $10,000. But in many ways, the for¬ 
mer residents of closed parks are the lucky 
ones; those who remain in mobile-home 
enclaves slated for eventual development 
face steep rent hikes—as much as $641 in 
one recent case—and unreasonable leases. 

“Orange County is controlled by 
money,” says Ray Downing, vice president 
of the Golden State Manufactured-Home 
Owners League (GSMOL)’s chapter over¬ 
seeing Los Angeles, Orange and San Ber¬ 
nardino counties. The statewide organiza¬ 
tion, founded in 1962, is the only advocacy 
group in California dedicated to fighting 
for mobile-home owners’ rights and qual¬ 
ity of life. Affectionately called “Gizmo,” 
GSMOL created the Mobile Home 
Residency Law (MRL) in 1978, a series of 
state laws that govern mobile-home-park 
owner and tenant relations. 

With about 4,800 such parks in Cali¬ 
fornia housing approximately 500,000 
mobile homes, the understaffed, volun¬ 
teer-based organization has historically 
punched way above its weight. But in the 
past five years, it has found itself increas¬ 
ingly outmanned by the Western Manu¬ 
factured Housing Communities Associa¬ 
tion (WMA), the chief mobile-home-park 
owners’ organization, which boasts two 
political-action committees (PACs) and 
eight state capital lobbyists to GSMOL’s 
one PAC and one lobbyist. 

Downing, a former sergeant in the Army, 
works closely with fellow GSMOL volun¬ 
teer Mary Jo Baretich, a former GSMOL 
president and current manager for the 
Orange County area. Both retired mobile- 
home dwellers, they know the issues and 
challenges surrounding life in these parks. 

Like Downing, elderly veterans consti¬ 
tute a large portion of mobile-home resi¬ 
dents. “They protected our country, even 
other countries, and what do you give them 
back?” Baretich asks, incensed. Downing 
nods. ‘You put them on the street.” 

Most mobile-home residents own the 
abodes but rent the plot of dirt or asphalt 
on which it stands. Residents say the 
parks, nearly all family-owned operations 
prior to the current development rush, 
welcome a sort of slow-paced, neighborly 
lifestyle. They were staples of Orange 
County for decades, popping up every¬ 
where from Pacific Coast Highway to just 
a couple of blocks south of Disneyland. 



But by the 1990s, many mobile-home- 
park owners started cashing out, selling 
their properties to make way for hotels, 
condos or street expansions. Others 
passed away, with corporate housing- 
management firms coming in and dismiss¬ 
ing the old ways as inefficient. While rent 
increases were once rare, they became a 
regular occurrence. 

In response, residents began to fight for 
rent controls and other ordinances to pro¬ 
tect themselves; they failed in Anaheim, 
Dana Point, Garden Grove, Huntington 
Beach, Laguna Beach, Lake Forest, Stan¬ 
ton and Villa Park. Such losses weren’t 
surprising: Only 3 percent of cities in 
Los Angeles, San Bernardino and Orange 
counties mandate rent control, according 
to GSMOL. Moreover, it’s a struggle to 
organize residents. “A lot of them hadn’t 
approached GSMOL, so they weren’t 
organized, even into HOAs,” Baretich says. 

The only Orange County city that 
offers rent control is San Juan Capistrano, 
which passed a mobile-home rent-control 
ordinance in 1978. At the time it was writ¬ 
ten, the ordinance noted a “shortage of 
spaces for the location of mobile homes” 
and the need to protect residents from 
“unreasonable space rents.” It has with¬ 
stood several challenges, traveling all the 
way to the California 4th District Court of 
Appeal in 1989. 

But as El Nido Mobile Estates residents 
can attest, San Juan Capistrano’s ordi¬ 
nance is again under siege. When seven- 
and-a-half-year resident Carol Brinkman 
received word in May that her rent was to 
increase from $600 to $1,241, she thought 
it was a mistake. “For [37] years, it’s been 
rent-controlled,” she says. “How can this 
be? I didn’t believe it was going to happen.” 

Seated in the dark green, dated interior 
of the El Nido clubhouse, Brinkman and 
12-year resident Tom Perrin recount their 
senior citizens’ park’s convoluted rent- 
increase-notification process. According 
to the city’s Mobile Home Rent Control 
ordinance, rents can’t exceed the average 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) for the pre¬ 
ceding calendar year. Park owner Richard

Worley seemed to abide by the ordinance 
when, in April, he sent a letter saying rent 
would increase by 1.3 percent. Soon after, 
another letter rescinded the preceding 
one. But a month after that, residents 
received yet another letter, this one saying 
a $641 rent increase was slated for Sep¬ 
tember. For Brinkman, that’s a 106 percent 
increase in her base rent. 

“The stress has been unimaginable,” 
Perrin says, claiming that one resident 
fainted on the spot when reading the 
notice, while another suffered a minor 
stroke. “There have been people who 
haven’t been able to sleep for days.” 

Worley also petitioned San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano to waive rent control at the park 
altogether. “[He] thinks since it’s been so 
long since it [was] written, [he] can come 
in and file petitions to eliminate rent 
control,” Downing says. In response, 90 
percent of El Nido residents filed a protest 
with the city within a week, necessitating 
a city hearing. As of press time, prelimi¬ 
nary city hearings on the rent increase 
have determined that the $641 hike is not 
justified as a fair and reasonable return for 
Worley’s investment in El Nido. The final 
decision is up to the City Council. 

Along with the rent hike, Worley 
offered a 25-year lease option, incentiv- 
ized by locking in their new rent for the 
duration. But residents quickly realized 
it was another attempt to circumvent the 
city’s rent-control ordinance, since such 
long-term agreements are exempt from 
such regulations. 

Worley has only spoken through his 
lawyer, Robert Coldren. “The fact [is] that 
the rents in El Nido Mobile Home Park 
are dramatically below what is fair and 
reasonable and spectacularly below fair 
market rentals,” he says. “The El Nido 
community is directly next to the Hunt 
Club, where multimillion-dollar homes 
are selling. There are homes in my client’s 
mobile-home park where the only thing 
that the tenant owns is the home and the 
landscaping.... You could purchase all of 
that for, say, $100,000 or, in some cases, 


$50,000. Yet those homes are selling for 
$300,000 in my client’s mobile-home 
park.... They’re not buying and selling 
the mobile homes, really; they’re buying 
and selling my client’s land.” 

Coldren told the Capistrano Dispatch 
in May that long-term residents wouldn’t 
be forced out if they couldn’t afford the 
rent increase “so long as the park owner is 
treated fairly by the city.” To make sure no 
one faced eviction, Worley vowed to help 
residents find roommates to offset the 
cost increase or defer rent “so that it’s not 
collected during their lifetime,” accord¬ 
ing to the Dispatch. El Nido residents 
took that to entail a sort of property lien, 
in which residents’ children would be 
unable to inherit or sell the house without 
paying years of back rent. 

Enraging mobile-home residents is 
nothing new to Coldren, who has fash¬ 
ioned a career out of representing park 
owners and managers. His law-practice 
website boasts he “enjoys a special reputa¬ 
tion in the area of property rights, land 
use and regulatory ‘taking’ issues.” This 
expertise lends itself to Coldren’s other 
specialty: investing in mobile-home parks. 
He’s the managing partner in Pacific Cur¬ 
rent Partners, whose website notes it is 
“especially interested in properties cur¬ 
rently burdened by regulatory pressures 
related to rent control, ground leases, 
entitlements, transient vs. non-transient 
use permits, failure to maintain lawsuits, 
[Housing and Community Development] 
notices, and other legal encumbrances.” 
The lawyer/developer maintains that 
Worley deserves a market return—how¬ 
ever, he doesn’t think mobile-home parks 
are a fair market-price indicator. “It makes 
no sense to look at rent in comparable 
mobile-home parks, and the reason for 
that is that all mobile-home parks in San 
Juan are rent controlled, so it’s compar¬ 
ing one price-fixed set of rents to another 
price-fixed set of rents,” he says. “That’s 
not nearly an indication of what the mar¬ 
ket is. Coastal communities stretching 
from Chula Vista to Malibu have mobile- 
home rent-control laws, so similarly, you 
could not find comparable rents there 
because there’s not a marketplace.” 












































(Shortly after saying this, Coldren 
withdrew his consent to a recorded inter¬ 
view, asking the Weekly to hand over a 
copy of what had already been recorded; 
the Weekly declined. Coldren ended the 
conversation and could not be reached to 
continue the interview by press time.) 

T enants can always leave onerous 
situations, but it’s a much more 
strenuous ordeal for people 
who’ve bought mobile homes 
and are faced with exorbitant relocation 
costs. Even those who can afford the move 
are effectively screwed, as most California 
mobile-home parks won’t accept abodes 
older than 10 years old. 

As a result, coalition efforts are under 
way in Orange and Garden Grove. Hun¬ 
tington Beach has an active group. They’re 
fighting for rent control and for mobile- 
home conversion ordinances, which 
require park owners to either relocate ten¬ 
ants to suitable dwellings or offer them in- 
place value for their homes. But even such 
legal protections and organizing efforts 
offer no guarantees of safety, as residents of 
the Ebb Tide Mobile Home Park found out. 

Ebb Tide had been a fixture of Newport 
Beach’s Placentia Avenue for decades when 
its owners, Totah Family Partnership, 
decided to convert the park into single¬ 
family homes ranging from 1,600 to 2,100 
square feet. While residents initially fought 
the conversion and took the issue before the 
City Council, a resident who asked to not be 
named said they were recently asked by the 
owners’ representatives to vacate by Oct. 31. 

A “voluntary relocation agreement,” 
circulated prior to the Newport Beach 
City Council approving the required Resi¬ 
dent Impact Report (RIR), incentivized 
Ebb Tide occupants to leave as quickly as 
possible. An attempt to bypass whatever 
relocation requirements the city would 
have mandated, the agreement acknowl¬ 
edged that the city had not yet reviewed 
the RIR nor required it “to provide any 
displaced resident of the park reasonable 
relocation costs or any other consider¬ 
ation as a result of the park closure.” 

While Totah Family Partnership offered 
payments between $9,000 and $15,700 for 
residents to relocate within 60 days, pro¬ 
visions bound residents to the agreement 
in a manner recalling the days of serfdom. 
One provision required residents to “not 
challenge or oppose in any manner, either 
orally or in writing, directly or indirectly, 
efforts and actions taken in furtherance of 
the closure of the park” and to “support 
and endorse the owner’s intention and 
plan to close the park.” 

Another section simultaneously 
imposed a gag order on residents and 
urged them to become snitches. Accord¬ 
ing to the document, if any third, non- 
legal party attempted “to compel the 
disclosure of the terms of this agreement 
or any term thereof... resident shall 
immediately give notice of such attempt 
to owner, [and] cooperate with owner in 
opposing any such disclosure.” It went on 
to say anyone who violated the terms of 
the agreement “shall entitle owner to seek 


injunctive or other equitable relief and/or 
damages in addition to attorney’s fees and 
costs, including expert costs.” 

During a January meeting of the New¬ 
port Beach City Council, Sunti Kumjim, 
representing Ebb Tide LLC (owned by 
Totah Family Partnership), noted that 
council members would likely hear from 
the park’s residents about “hardship and a 
lack of perceived fairness.” Still, he main¬ 
tained, Ebb Tide went above and beyond 
the legal requirements, meeting with the 
majority of park residents several times. 

Costa Mesa’s Anchor Trailer Port 
faced a similar shakedown when its 2013 
demolition made way for luxury con¬ 
dos, according to a former resident who 
requested anonymity. After reviewing 
the Ebb Tide relocation agreement, the 
resident called the provisions “hideous” 
and similar to language used by develop¬ 
ers against Anchor residents. “To demand 
that the resident actually ‘support’ the 
RIR and all else proposed by the park in 
regard to change of use is just really out 
there and obnoxious,” the former Anchor 
Trailer Port resident says. “What, like, 
come to the meetings and cheer?” 

Meanwhile, Coldren and his Pacific Cur¬ 
rent Partners continue to raise rents at two 
of their Huntington Beach mobile-home 
communities, Huntington Shorecliffs and 
Pacific Mobile Home Park. In 2008, rent 
was $1,250 and $825, respectively; now, 
they’re at $2,500 and $2,285. GSMOL esti¬ 
mates that upward of 150 residents have 
fled Huntington Shorecliffs in response. 

The dramatic rent increases led Hun¬ 
tington Beach’s mobile-home owners to 
organize and fight for rent control in 2014. 
They almost pulled it off, Baretich says. 
“We made a mistake,” she recalls. “Rather 
than going out and collecting 15,000 signa¬ 
tures, we allowed the City Council to put it 
on the ballot, and the park owners coerced 
them to pull it off at the last minute.” 

After speaking with Pacific Current 
Partners affiliate John Saunders, “soul 
searching” convinced Councilman Jim 
Katapodis to say during a special council 
meeting that Saunders had taken steps “to 
come to an agreement with home owners 
that is fair and equitable for both sides.” 

Baretich scoffs at Saunders’ logic. 

“‘Oh, I’m so sorry I raised the rents $500 
here and another $500 there six months 
later,”’ she says, mockingly. “‘I’m going 
to offer our people five-year leases with 
only 4 percent annual rent increases.’ 

This is after he’s already got them up to 
$1,950 a month. The City Council mem¬ 
bers were convinced.” 

W ith rent stabilization 

defeated in 2014, Hunting- 
ton Beach mobile-home 
residents continue to suf¬ 
fer. Next in the developers’ crosshairs: 
Rancho Huntington Mobile Park, a serene 
senior enclave off Brookhurst Street 
plagued by soaring rents and predatory 
housing practices, the park’s HOA says.

The small park’s streets are mostly 
asphalt, with neatly trimmed landscaping 
surrounding residents’ well-maintained 
homes, many featuring baby-blue walls 
and garden gnomes. Paper signs declaring, 
“THIS IS A SENIOR COMMUNITY” dot 
several residents’ windows, hinting that 
something is amiss in paradise.

Rancho Huntington’s owner is mobile- 
home-industry mogul Kort and Scott 
Financial Group LLC, which operates 
hundreds of parks throughout the coun¬ 
try. Through Sierra Management Co., it 
attempted to convert Rancho Huntington 
into an all-ages community in 2013, a 
common tactic to drive out seniors and 
make more money off newer, better-off 
tenants. But the city created a “senior park 
overlay” in March 2014 that prevents the 
conversion of all 10 of Huntington Beach’s 
current senior parks into all-ages parks. 
(Despite that, the paper signs remain.) 

At Rancho Huntington, Kort and Scott 
has raised rents to match the expected 
conversion. HOA treasurer Pat Taylor has 
seen her rent increase $350 in two years. 
Fellow HOA member Barbara Rocha’s 
lease allows $200 increases for two years, 
with $89 increases three years thereafter. 
As with El Nido in San Juan Capistrano, 
Rancho Huntington residents were 
offered 25-year leases riddled with poten¬ 
tial rent increases while promising little 
protection. After a back-and-forth between 
Sierra Management and the Rancho Hun¬ 
tington HOA, the periodic rent increase 
was shelved, with residents settling for an 
annual 7 percent rent increase—for now. 

While several residents would like to 
leave, they’re stuck in what Rocha calls 
a “hostage situation.” Not only are rents 
dramatically increasing, but many other 
mobile-home parks have ratcheted up 
move-in qualifications over the past decade; 
for instance, Kort and Scott requires 


prospective tenants to prove they make 
three times the monthly rent at Rancho 
Huntington. “How many retired people do 
you know that bring in $5,400 a month as 
income?” HOA president Bruce Binder asks. 

Rancho Huntington residents are now 
trying to purchase the park themselves as 
a last measure. “We’ll probably have to file 
a lawsuit to get them to sit down and talk 
with us,” Binder says, noting that Kort and 
Scott and Sierra Management are cur¬ 
rently embroiled in a lawsuit in Redwood 
City over a similar mobile-home commu¬ 
nity controversy. (Kort and Scott did not 
respond to multiple interview requests.) 


“This was my feet-first house,” Rocha 
bitterly says. “The only way I would leave 
it is feet first on a gurney, either to assisted 
living or the morgue. Needless to say, 
they’ve disrupted my plan.” 

But even Rocha has a sense of humor 
about it all—and a warning to develop¬ 
ers. “Unfortunately for this park, we’re 
not all a bunch of demented seniors,” 
she says. “We’ve been able to mobilize 
voices within the park. It doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean we have any power to change 
things, but we can voice what’s wrong and 
shine a light on it.”

The Buffet Rule

This is the time to go to India Gate’s all-you-can-eat lunch buffet in Tustin

W hen my co-workers 

returned from their lunch 
break, I knew where 
they’d been just by the 
smell. Whatever cologne or perfume they 
wore that morning was now replaced by 
eau de gar am masala. “You guys went to an 
Indian buffet again, didn’t you?” I asked. 

This time they went to the new place in 
town. And as they regaled me with tales of 
the feast at India Gate that rendered them 
immobile for the rest of the afternoon, 

I realized the verdict was unanimous: 
Everyone liked it. The guy from Banga¬ 
lore gave it two thumbs up. The girl from 
Gujarat said it was good. Even the man¬ 
ager from Sri Lanka approved. They all 
told me I had to go with them next time— 
and soon because in spite of their varied 
backgrounds and taste preferences, they 
all agreed on the one rule that applies to 
all buffets, be it Indian, Chinese or Home¬ 
town: It’s best when it’s new. 

Now is the time to go to India Gate, 
they said, before the drudgery of produc¬ 
ing the same food en masse, day after day, 
wears on the cooks and affects quality. 
During this honeymoon period, they told 
me, the restaurant is out to impress—and 
not just with the food, but also the price. 
At $9.99 for the weekday lunch buffet, 
India Gate was currently charging less 
than any of its competitors in Tustin, a 
town not lacking in Indian buffets. And 
because the place is located blocks away 
from the main thoroughfares in a particu¬ 
larly sedate section of the city, the week¬ 
end rates are even cheaper. It’s charging 
a mere $8.99 for the same all-you-can-eat 
array of curries, an avalanche of biryani, 


hulking samosas and an ocean of spicy 
sambar to sip with the fluffy, white pow¬ 
der puffs of their idlis. 

On my first trip to India Gate, I went 
with my entire department. The buffet 
line featured heated chafing trays set up 
against one wall of a square room with 
fancy drapes and brand-new televisions 
conveniently tuned to the Food Network. 

I was about halfway through the selection 
when I realized my plate was full. Most of 
the space was taken up by the items I took 
out from a single trough piled high with 
a golden-brown heap of fried stuff. There 
was the jagged vegetable fritters called 
pakoras, the ultra-dense doughnut-shaped 
hoops of savory fried dough called vada 
and, of course, enormous samosas—deep- 
fried pastry tetrahedrons bloated with so 
much mashed boiled potatoes, onions and 
green peas they were practically a meal 
themselves. But there were also egg rolls to 
be had: tightly wound, crispy stogies filled 
with cabbage not unlike the kind you get 
at Panda Express. And, of course, I needed 
room for all the chutneys with which I’d 
slather everything, including a tangy tama¬ 
rind, a creamy coconut, a sharp mint and a 
hellishly hot chile version I liked best of all. 

As we ate, my Indian co-workers 
observed the cooking doesn’t seem to 
favor any particular region. There’s a 
northern-style goat curry with a lovely 
stink of game and a Hyderabadi dum 
biryani with shotgun blasts of whole spice 
pods not intended for consumption. There 
were white-meat-chicken cubes simmered 
in the creamy-tangy gravy of the tikka 
masala, a dish more British than Indian. 
But India Gate also does Indo-Chinese, 


including perhaps the best bastardiza¬ 
tion of bastardized dishes with its chile 
chicken (think General Tso’s but spicier) 
and one of the crispiest renditions of gobi 
Manchurian—batter-fried cauliflower 
glazed in a spicy sauce—I’ve ever had. 

When I went for seconds, I noticed 
India Gate’s tandoori chicken was unlike 
any such bird I’ve ever encountered. 
Instead of the usual orange hue, it was 
a gorgeous, rusty brown, the caked-on 
spices flaking off the meat as I ate it with 
my hands and plenty of rice. 

To compete with Tustin’s Dosa Place, 
India Gate also does dosas, those gigantic 
crispy crepes, and since it’s not part of the 
buffet, you have to order it off the menu 
if you want it, which no one does during 
lunch. Along with the dosas, most of what 
India Gate’s chefs are capable of cooking 
are relegated to dinnertime. The buffet 
represents only a fraction of the a la carte 
menu, which includes seafood special¬ 
ties, uthappams and channa bhatura, for 
which they’ll deep-fry the same dough 
used for the naan until it turns golden and 
puffy, serving it with a brick-red garbanzo 
bean stew. But dinnertime is a lonely time 
for India Gate. On the two evenings I 
went, I was the only customer. So perhaps 
an amendment to the earlier buffet rule is 
in order: When the all-you-can-eat-lunch 
price is so low, no one comes for dinner.

E veryone asks for the toum at Pita 
Express, the Levantine garlic paste 
almost electric in its pungency. With the 
long-ago demise of the much-missed 
Sassoon Chicken in Orange, this is the 
most potent toum in the county, a condi¬ 
ment that can buckle the unsuspecting, 
that enlivens everything its fumes touch. 
But you have to ask for it; otherwise, 
it remains a secret to the gnostics, to 
those of us who know—a telling meta¬ 
phor for this dive. 

People have sold Middle Eastern food 
of some sort at Pita Express' location for 
years, although under different names. 
The small restaurant, carved from the 
liquor store next door, used to be a 
pizzeria that sold bad pizzas and even- 
worse kebabs. But it switched over to a 
full-scale Middle Eastern eatery earlier 
this year, albeit one with a limited menu. 
Really, all that's offered are sandwiches 
and plates, with acceptable sides such 
as kibbe and hummus. The owners have 
to hedge their bets with efficiency—it's 
on a stretch of Baker Street surrounded 
by German and Japanese auto shops— 
and a demographic reality: There ain't 
many Middle Easterners in this part of 
Costa Mesa, so also available are sur¬ 
prisingly delicious quesadillas and fajitas, 
baptized in that magical garlic sauce. 

Those dishes hint at OC's glorious 
multicultural future; in the meanwhile, 
concentrate on the sandwiches, gigantic 
creations wrapped in a way to emulate 
the breakfast burritos so many Costa 
Mesans love. The shawarma scintillates 
with its abundant juices, the product 
of having spun on a spit for hours. The 
chicken's crisp skin is reminiscent of 
Zankou's at its best; the kebabs deserve 
inclusion in our 100 Favorite Dishes listi- 
cle going on right now on our Stick a Fork 
In It food blog. And the true believers can 
wash down everything with a container 
of doogh or bottles of apricot juices with 
Arabic script on them. 

The owners are more talented than 
their humble confines, but they're in it for 
the long run; a big, strangely diagonal sign 
went up a couple of months back. All hail 
Pita Express—and the upcoming Halal 
Guys: If you can'ttop this, go backto NYC.

D iscovering a ripping California Cabernet in 
a Tulsa, Oklahoma, wine bar is mind-blow¬ 
ing enough, but learning that particular cab is 
only available there?

Deco series. Westhope, which is depicted 
on the label, is the only Frank Lloyd Wright- 
designed structure in Tulsa, the residence of 
Tulsa Tribune founder Richard Lloyd Jones. 

Despite the Great Plains location, the grapes 
that go into the bottle come from Napa Valley. 
George Girouard started growing grapes in 
south Tulsa County 50 years ago and went on to 
blend hybrids with Northern California fruiting 
berries trucked in for decades before his son 
Chris founded Girouard Vines in 2007.

Don’t Be Afraid to Feel 


SONY PICTURES CLASSICS 


Zhang Yimou’s Conning Home is what the movies were made for

I n the mid-20th century, movie audi¬ 
ences understood the value of a 
good melodrama: A picture such as 
Now, Voyager or Black Narcissus or 
almost anything by Douglas Sirk could be 
an urn into which you could pour your 
own unarticulated feelings of loss and 
loneliness. The heightened, unrealistic 
intensity of those movies wasn’t a mistake 
the filmmakers somehow failed to cor¬ 
rect, but a way of drilling past everyday 
surface anxieties—the random little wor¬ 
ries that plague us—to get to a deeper 
stratum of emotional intensity, the feel¬ 
ings we so often push down in the mere 
act of living. Melodrama hasn’t died—it 
survived through the 1980s and ’90s with 
effective, if not necessarily good, pictures 
such as Ghost and The Bridges of Madison 
County— but it seems today’s audiences 
are wary of it, preferring to get it filtered 
through the spectacle of superheroes. For 
now, the old-fashioned, mainstream Hol¬ 
lywood melodrama is a fairly dormant art 
form. What will the Americans who get to 
see Zhang Yimou’s tender and unapolo- 
getically fervent Coming Home make of it? 

Zhang’s first film since the 2011 his¬ 
torical drama The Flowers of War is pure 
melodrama, with all the unfiltered feeling 
that promises. Coming Home’s story opens 
in the early-to-mid-1970s, near the tail 
end of the Cultural Revolution. Political 
prisoner Lu (Chen Daoming, who played 
Emperor Qin in Zhang’s 2002 Herd) 
escapes and tries to make his way home 
to his wife, Feng (the marvelous Gong Li, 
who has often worked with Zhang), and 
teenage daughter, Dan Dan (newcomer 


Zhang Huiwen), who was a toddler when 
he was taken away. The authorities have 
told both Feng and Dan Dan about the 
escape, urging them to report back if 
Lu tries to contact them. Feng is loyal; 

Dan Dan, an aspiring ballerina hoping to 
curry favor with state officials, sees her 
father on the landing of the family’s flat 
and betrays him to the authorities, unbe¬ 
knownst to Feng; he’s captured the next 
day, just as Feng has gone to the train sta¬ 
tion to meet him, secretly, with provisions. 
As he’s being taken away, Feng falls and 
suffers a head injury. Three years later, at 
the end of Mao’s decade-long purge, Lu 
is released—only to discover that Feng no 
longer recognizes him. She’s certain her 
husband will appear soon—she clings to 
the date she’s been told he’ll return, “the 
fifth of the month”—but she considers the 
man before her a stranger. 

Coming Home— which was adapted 
from a novel by Yan Geling, who also 
wrote the source material for The Flow¬ 
ers of War— comes together with soft, 
stippled brushstrokes rather than broad 
plot turns. The movie’s delicate surprises 
take shape in the ways Lu reconnects with 
his wife and in how he makes peace with 
Dan Dan, whose actions have driven her 
and her mother apart. Cinematographer 
Zhao Xiaoding extends that gossamer 
touch to the look of the film. The family’s 
modest apartment is shot in muted, cozy, 
gray tones; Dan Dan’s ballet rehearsal—in 
which a troupe of muscular young dancers 
pirouette and leap with wooden rifles as 
props—is more vibrantly colorful, though 
it suggests a false promise, the allure of 


following the rules as opposed to the 
clean, frightening thrill of breaking them. 

Zhang teases out the best in his actors, 
or perhaps he knows enough to just sit 
back and watch and listen. Gong and Chen 
give performances that feel lived in, like 
clothes whose very threads have become 
attuned to the shape and movement of 
the wearer. In the movie’s most stunning 
section, Lu has a small trunk delivered 
to Feng. It’s too heavy for her to lift; he 
carries it for her. It’s difficult to open; he 
helps raise the lid. Inside are hundreds of 
letters written on scraps of paper, letters 
that Lu had written Feng from prison but 
was unable to send. She looks at them 
in awe, wondering why the handwriting 
is so illegible. “Perhaps,” Lu says kindly, 
“they were written in the dark.” He 
offers to read the letters to her, returning 
each day to read more. When she greets 
him cheerfully at the door—“You’re the 
letter-reading comrade!”—Lu’s eyes show 
amusement and joy, but you can’t miss the 
thrumming undercurrent of sadness. 

What must it be like to have the person 
you love best look right past you, unable to 
see that you’re the very person she needs? 
Coming Home obviously has historical and 
political significance for Chinese who lived 
through the Cultural Revolution, as well as 
for families that were torn apart by it. But 
Zhang tells this particular story in a deeply 
personal way—the time and place of its set¬ 
ting have a specific meaning, but its emo¬ 
tional contours spread out into something 
bigger. When I first saw the film in Cannes 
in 2014,1 was shaken by its emotional 
straightforwardness. Later, I was dismayed 


by the number of critics who sniffed at it. 
Some called it a film only likely to resonate 
with Chinese audiences, a roundabout 
way of suggesting that Americans aren’t 
open to stories that might demand some 
connection with another culture. Others 
dismissed it as corny or a tearjerker. 

There are some problems with Coming 
Home— for me, the big one is the score. 

(It’s built on a pale, wan piano motif that 
too closely resembles “My Heart Will Go 
On.”) But I cringe at the word tearjerker, 
perhaps because I’m never fully sure what 
it indicates: that it’s bad or stupid to cry at 
movies? That movies that make us cry are 
cheaply manipulative, thus automatically 
suspect? It’s true that terrible movies are 
often capable of getting the waterworks 
going. (I wept at the end of The Perfect 
Storm, though I wouldn’t want to vouch for 
the picture’s craftsmanship.) But tearjerker 
is too often used as a viewer’s—or a critic’s— 
way of asserting superiority over the mate¬ 
rial. And the whole point of melodrama—its 
allure and its danger, especially for those 
whose job is not just to watch movies, but 
to scrutinize them—is to make us surrender. 
When I think of Chen’s Lu reading his own 
letters to his wife, I’m unembarrassed about 
giving in to Coming Home. Sometimes you 
just have to ask yourself one question: Why 
else go to the movies?

A WALK IN THE WOODS In his hugely 
popular 1998 book A Walk in the Woods, 

Bill Bryson chronicled his attempt to hike 
the full length of the Appalachian Trail 
accompanied by an overweight, recover¬ 
ing-alcoholic pal whom he calls Stephen 
Katz. The two don't make it all the way; 
they barely make it part of the way. But 
then, it's the journey, not the destination, 
that matters, and Bryson's half-jaunty, half- 
jaundiced observations about communing 
with nature—and, by extension, oneself— 
make the book. Now, after ten years of 
development,/! Walk in the l/lta/s finally 
strides out like an awakened bear, blinking 
in the sunlight: Directed by Ken Kwapis, 
it has charming, lively moments, but also 
many that just feel tired and listless, as if 
the filmmakers were working off a checklist 
of all the things two well-past-middle-age 
travelers would say and do while trekking 
through the wilderness. The past-middle- 
age part is key: Bryson was in his mid for¬ 
ties when he set off on his mini adventure. 
Redford himself is an astonishing-looking 
79; his co-star Nick Nolte—playing the 
wheezing ne'er-do-well Katz, an old friend 
of Bryson's from his hometown of Des 
Moines—is 74. Yet age is barely an issue 
in A Walk in the Woods, except as an 
excuse for a cavalcade of jokes about all 
the things older men can't do that younger 
men take for granted. Redford's intent might 
be to portray this escapade as a journey of

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enlightenment, not a laundry list of aches 
and pains, but the subtext is that men 
can do anything, even when ancient. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

AMERICAN ULTRA Nima Nourizadeh's 
American Ultra is a bloody valentine 
attached to a bomb. It's violent, brash, 
inventive, and horrific, and perhaps the most 
romantic film of the year. Jesse Eisenberg 
and Kristen Stewart star as Mike and 
Phoebe, two West Virginia stoners blissed 
out on weed and each other. "We're the 
perfect fucked-up couple," Mike beams, 
before admitting that she's perfect and he's 
the fuck-up. And as the movie starts, Mike's 
scraped up the cash for a chintzy engage¬ 
ment ring so he can spend the rest of his life 
kinda ruining hers: having panic attacks that 
prevent them from traveling, forcing her to 
cook lest he burn down the house, and sup¬ 
porting them on his meager paycheck from 
the mini-mart. With other actors, this could 
play like slapstick. But Eisenberg mines 
Mike for pathos—he's not a punchline, 
he's a flake who knows he's his own worst 
enemy. Yet it's Stewart who makes this loony 
love story work. She takes what could easily 
be a simple supportive-girlfriend role—a 
cheerleader enabler—and fills Phoebe 
with a rainbow of emotions. The big twist is 
none of us know exactly who Mike is—not 
even Mike. One night outside the Cash & 
Carry, Mike looks up at the stars, and this 
disheveled domestic drama turns into a 
thriller, with the CIA out to murder Mike. It's 
no shock to moviegoers that Mike has been 
programmed with surprise skills, though it is 
to him. We've seen that plot point in a dozen 
dumb movies. What's shocking is how smart 
American Ultra is at being dumb—its emo¬ 
tional intelligence is off the charts. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

ANT-MAN We may not need another hero, 
but true believers don't need to shrink-ray 
their expectations. Ant-Man is the first 
Marvel film—and the first of this summer's 
pixels-go-kablooey time-wasters—-to get 
better as it goes. The filmmakers save their 
biggest, wiggiest ideas for the climaxes, 
where they wittily reduce the pageantry 
of destruction to HO scale: In one of many 
third-act dustups, our hero faces off against 
the latest Marvel tech-gone-wrong baddy 
on an architect's model of a building. From 
there the action flits to even more humdrum 
locales, intimate of-our-world spaces. 

This freshens up the usual superheroics. 

No spoilers, here, about the half-dozen 
surprises the filmmakers uncork in the last 
half-hour, but isn't it a relief that once again 
there are marvels to spoil? Ant-Man makes 
a virtue of drought-year scarcity. The movie 
favors story over set pieces, never even try¬ 
ing to dazzle us for a good 40 minutes—and 
then heading backto hang out in a San 
Francisco Queen Anne owned by Ant-Man 
mentor Hank Pym (Michael Douglas). Not 
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that said story demanded to be told, of 
course: This is familiar superhero origin and 
training stuff, spiced with heist-planning 
and the comedy of dumbfoundedness. As 
the goodhearted burglar who winds up with 
the powers to shrink himself and boss ants 
around, Paul Rudd spends the first hour 
looking like neither he nor his character, 
Scott Lang, can buy that a guy like him 
could possibly be a hero. Maybe in the 
Marvel Cinematic Universe, the entire his¬ 
tory of Hollywood is different? (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE GIFT From the trailer, and just from its 
initial vibe, Joel Edgerton's directorial debut 
The Gift looks like your stock "When bad 
things happen to good people" thriller, 
complete with a soulful pet dog you just 
know is going to get it. But dog lovers, and 
everyone else, should know that Edgerton 
(who also wrote the script and co-stars in 
the film) isn't out for the cheap, predictable 
jolt. The dog ends up being okay; it's the 
humans who suffer, but even then, Edgerton 
is more interested in exploring the darker 
reaches of human culpability, regret, and 
compassion—and in building and sustaining 
a simmering tension—than in loading up on 
gore or violence. What he comes up with 
is subtle, sinister, and surprisingly effective, 
particularly in the way it views men who 
stomp around importantly, busy with their 
various pissing contests and the general 
business of running the world. Justin 
Bateman and Rebecca Hall play Simon 
and Robin, a couple preparing to relocate 
from cramped Chicago to a spacious 
midcentury-modern house somewhere in 
California. And then, like a bit of bad news in 
a plaid shirt, one of Simon's old classmates 
shows up. Edgerton's Gordo—known, in 
his schooldays, as Gordo the Weirdo—is 
socially bumbling and largely unreadable, 
but possibly harmless. But he also appears 
to be taking an unhealthy interest in Robyn. 
Hall's Robyn is both the key to the movie and 
its anchor. The film's wrap-up has missteps, 
but Hall does everything right. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

MISSION IMPOSSIBLE: ROGUE 
NATION Mission: Impossible is Tom 
Cruise's blockbuster plaything, a toy chest 
he offers to directors who catch his eye. 
Cruise used it to resurrect Brian De Palma, 
capitalize on John Woo, transition J.J. 
Abrams from TV to film, and shift Brad Bird 
from pixels to a real man. Cruise allowed 
each helmer to adapt his own Ethan Hunt. 

To De Palma, Hunt was a whizkid. For Woo, 
a horndog. Abrams: a husband. Bird: a 
cartoon. Cruise—not his character—is the 
only constant, plus his returning bros Ving 
Rhames and Simon Pegg and whatever 
new leggy, longhaired brunette chooses to 
accept. (This time it's newcomer Rebecca 
Ferguson, and boy are we lucky to have 
her.) Here, Ethan Hunt is a cousin of Jack 
Reacher— the first film where Christopher 
McQuarrie directed Cruise—only without 
the quips. McQuarrie, writer of The Usual 
Suspects, gives Rogue Nation a suspicious 
street smarts. People don't just plan—they 
double- and triple-think the enemy, not that 
the plot matters more than a mousetrap. 
McQuarrie loves blundering into a brawl, 
but he's too twitchy to shoot great action. 
One spinning motorcycle stunt would have 
killed if he'd pulled back so we could actu¬ 
ally see it. Strapping Cruise to an airplane is 
a zippy idea, yet in execution, I found myself 
distracted by how the wind flattened his 
hair to his forehead like a sweaty preach¬ 
er's toupee. Better is a simple, circus-act 
move where Cruise monkeys up a pole 
doing what I can only describe as horizontal 


crunches. (He'd make a mint in Magic 
Mike 3.) There's also a fine car chase and 
motorcycle dash that combine everything 
Cruise does well: insane physics, credible 
danger, and human fragility. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

RICKI AND THE FLASH Jonathan Demme's 
rock 'n' roll dramedy Ricki and the Flash 
exists in a wormhole where the last five 
decades of pop culture are a blur. There's 
66-year-old Meryl Streep, playing a broke 
singer who ditched her family to dominate 
the stage with the whiskey growl of Janis 
Joplin and the jangly jewelry and thigh-high 
boots of Heart's Nancy Wilson. The broad 
strokes of Ricki's life have truth. Women— 
especially of her era—are supposed to 
grow up, play nice, and stay home. Those 
who leave their husband and three kids, 
as Ricki did twenty years before the movie 
starts, are demonized. What's refreshing 
about Diablo Cody's script is that Ricki never 
feels a lick of regret. The plot kicks off when 
Ricki's daughter Julie (real-life Streep scion 
Mamie Gummer) attempts suicide after her 
husband leaves her, forcing her estranged 
mom to fly home to provide comfort—or 
really, a fresh target for Julie's wrath. Other 
movies would pressure Ricki to fix her 
"mistake." Instead, Ricki and Julie skulk 
around Indianapolis gorging on donuts, 
getting witchy manicures, and frightening 
the squares. And where Ricki can't compute 
basic bitches, Demme despises them. You 
sense Cody wanting to tell a rich story 
about a rebel with flaws. Yet Demme sprints 
through Ricki's sins, crowns her a saint, and 
spends the rest of the running time taking 
potshots at women who decorate their 
homes with signs squealing, "I would give 
up chocolate, but I'm not a quitter." If only 
Demme shot a scene of Ricki stubbing out 
a joint on a Cathy comic strip. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

STEVE JOBS: THE MAN IN THE 

MACHINE Director Alex Gibney's choice 
to follow this spring's Scientology slam 
Going Clear with the fascinating portrait 
Steve Jobs: The Man in the Machine might 
seem like an about-face. But this is practi¬ 
cally a sequel. Both Scientology and Apple 
were founded by now-dead gurus who 
commanded devotion. Both are corpora¬ 
tions that claim to stand for something 
purer than greed. Neither pays fair taxes. 
And neither functions openly, speaks freely, 
or tolerates critics. Where the two films 
differ is us. Dismantle Scientology, and 
audiences will cheer. Chink away at the 
cult of Apple, and we all feel accused. I 
imagine that people will slink out of Steve 
Jobs keeping their iPhones guiltily stashed. 
When they make it a safe distance from 
the theater, they'll glide their smartphones 
in front of their faces, swipe the black 
monoliths awake, and disappear into the 
dream machines of their own desires. That's 
why we have this documentary about their 
creator, and not docs about the inventors of 
the subway, the shower, the fridge. Gibney's 
film asks Why did Jobs' death make us 
mourn? Like a ghost, Jobs—the man in that 
machine—rattles our world from beyond 
the grave. As Gibney argues, the iPhone 
is his spirit made silicon. His trim, spartan 
devices were portable rock gardens, physi¬ 
cal evidence that he was on a higher mental 
plane. Emotionally, not so much. Gibney 
dissects Jobs' image with the calm curios¬ 
ity of a coroner. A staggering number of 
former Apple insiders agreed to speak. One 
describes his tense exit interview with Jobs 
like a last meal with Vito Corleone. Gibney 
may not like Jobs. But he respects him. That 
tradeoff would suit Jobs fine. (Not Rated)

STRAIGHT OUTTA COMPTON A 

generation after N.W.A shouted "Fuck 
the police!" neighborhoods across 
America—in Ferguson, Cleveland, Staten 
Island, Baltimore—still ache to hear it. Ice 
Cube's blast at cops who "think they have 
the authority to kill a minority" echoes. 
Director F. Gary Gray edits the LAPD into 
Straight Outta Compton, the N.W.A biopic, 
like they're Jason in a Friday the 13th movie, 
always lurking: Their cars roll by in the 
background, their sirens wail, their officers 
tackle the group again and again just for 
being in the "wrong" place, i.e., in front of 
their recording studio, or on the sidewalk 
outside a friend's house. But halfway 
through, the filmmakers decide that what 
audiences really want is label contract dis¬ 
putes. The second chunk is a grind where 
Cube, then Dre, peel away from Jerry 
Heller's (Paul Giamatti) Ruthless Records, 
team up with new business partners, and 
then leave them, too. In a 150-minute film, 
that's a lot of paperwork. Both Dre and 
Cube produce, and seem to have edited the 
script with a red pen. The surviving rap¬ 
pers have smudged everything that might 
make them look like creeps or chumps, 
beveling so many rough edges that their 
screen selves become blank slates. It's 
left to Eazy-E, the deceased member who 
can't sue, to give their story life. As Eazy-E, 
newcomer Jason Mitchell swaggers and 
threatens, cowers and makes destructive 
choices, imbuing the film with his deluded, 
squeaky-voiced soul. By contrast, when 
Cube (Ice Cube's oldest son, O'Shea 
Jackson Jr., who is excellent) smashes up 
a record exec's (Tate Ellington) office for 
skimping on his royalties, the scene frames 
him as a 'hood hero triumphing over The 
Man. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

WE ARE YOUR FRIENDS Remake The 
Graduate today, and an adult might 
corner Benjamin Braddock and whisper, 
"Startups." Debut director Max Joseph 
gives that a good shot, though the result— 
the EDM-fueled, drug-laced dream-crusher 
We Are Your Friends —is so sweaty and 
silly people may not notice. Like Mike 
Nichols, Joseph wants to tell the story of 
a 23-year-old boy-man lost in the suburbs 
of Los Angeles. Cole (Zac Efron) and his 
fellow San Fernando Valley slackers Ollie 
(Shiloh Fernandez), Squirrel (Alex Shaffer), 
and Mason (Jonny Weston, fantastic) think 
college is for suckers. Why waste your 
youth when kids make millions inventing 
phone apps? And why invent a phone 
app when you can strike it rich doing 
something fun—say, acting, party promot¬ 
ing, or superstar deejaying, i.e., the dream 
career for any dude with a laptop? Cole is 
the DJ; Mason, his unofficial manager, is 
a fast-talking scavenger. Just when you 
might think you're watching Entourage for 
Infants, the movie zooms back one degree 
and we see the boys through a larger lens: 
These beta males aren't fooling anyone. 
Perhaps not even themselves. Still, EDM, a 
symphony of samples, can be more intimate 
than rock. DJs literally distill their world into 
music. Here, Cole finds inspiration in the 
vvrrrrrip of his crush's (Emily Ratajkowski) 
zippered jacket. Can Cole turn the sounds 
of the Valley into art? Even if he can, will 
anyone twerk? To answer these questions, 
We Are Your Friends indulges in hyperactive 
visual breakdowns of EDM structure. It's fun 
and raw and dumb—perfect late-summer 
cinema. Yet Efron, one of our best young 
actors, gives the movie more than it needs: 
if not quite gravitas, an emotional tempo. (R)

Censor This! 

OCMA showcases Chinese artists yearning to paint free

I f “My Generation: Young Chinese 
Artists” at Orange County Museum 
of Art (OCMA) is any indication, 
Chinese artists are an angry bunch. 
Post-Mao and his disastrous Cultural 
Revolution, they’ve been part of the coun¬ 
try’s one-child policy; blossomed in a 
rapidly growing economy (until this past 
summer’s market crash changed things); 
witnessed a mass movement from country 
to city with its resultant overpopulation, 
pollution and splintering of families; and 
had to deal with mixed signals from a gov¬ 
ernment that supports contemporary art 
but censors and jails dissident artists. 

Jeff Widener’s famous Tank Man photo 
comes to mind while looking at Chi Peng’s 
Sprinting Forward No. 4, featuring the art¬ 
ist’s lone nude figure standing on the steps 
of an oppressive glass building. We see 
no one else, but we can feel the hundreds 
of eyes looking down at him from behind 
the safety of the mirrored glass. Buildings 
and red flags to his rear are reflected in its 
facade—even though he isn’t—with some 
of the flags transforming into red air¬ 
planes, though it’s unclear whether they’re 
bombers or passenger jets. Ma Qiusha’s 
video From No. 4 Pingyuanli to No. 4 
Tianqiaobeili is another veiled reference 
to censorship: Talking about art and an 
oppressive mother, blood begins to pinken 
her teeth until she reaches into her mouth 
and pulls out a razor blade. The most 
aggressive of the pieces is Zhao Zhao’s 
mirror filled with bullet holes, Constella¬ 
tion No. 4. It’s a disconcerting image, again 
referencing the 1989 massacre of demo¬ 
cratic protesters in Tiananmen Square, the 
fractured glass reflecting the viewer in its 
charged undercurrent of violence. 

While much of the exhibition’s video 
quickly wears out its welcome ( Double 
Fly Save the World, despite its frathouse 
politics) or needs a less obvious point and 
pretentious title ( Disruptive Desires, Tran¬ 
quility and the Loss of Lucidity), there are 
three worth sitting through: Liu Chuang’s 
anarchist backhand against conformity, 
Untitled (The Dancing Partner), has two 
white sedans driving the speed limit in 
tandem with each other, releasing a hilari¬ 
ous barrage of horn-honking fury. Sun 
Xun’s surreal animation, The Time Vivar¬ 
ium, is crudely drawn in a way that almost 
makes you want to walk away from it 
midstream, but its multichannel delivery 
is so bright, odd and original in its ugli¬ 
ness you can’t help but watch. Openly gay 
artist Yan Xing’s Arty, Super-Arty recalls 
Warhol’s subversively tedious video work, 
his male ensemble enacting gay-cruising 
rituals in carefully lit, silent, black-and- 
white tableaux. 


The crushing number of people leaving 
the country for the city is responsible for 
some of the most compelling work: Chen 
Wei’s exceptional That Door Is Often Kept 
Closed, Some Dust and Blue Ink are care¬ 
fully curated and photographed installa¬ 
tions that are some of the finest represen¬ 
tations of depression, decay and bureau¬ 
cracy I can think of: an overflowing toilet 
of a room, the sole way out an illuminated 
blue door, probably locked; a slumped pile 
of clothes in a chair, still bearing the figure 
of the body that wore them, slowly being 
buried under a pile of dirt; a workspace 
in a sewer, complete with desk, lamp 
and chair, partially submerged by a flood 
of ink. Sunlight shines from a manhole 
above, but clothing floating in the ink sug¬ 
gests the worker didn’t make it out alive. 

Liang Yuanwei’s oil-on-canvas Piece of 
Life 1 and Diptych Painting2010-2 (left) 
are made to resemble fabric and, from a 
distance, actually do look like tapestry 
or fine wallpaper. From a few steps back, 
you can even see the shine of silk, but step 
up, and the drab colors and monotonous 
detail immediately bring to mind the 
sweatshops Liang references. I thought 
Hu Xiaoyuan’s Wood Pair was just a 
couple of white-washed planks until I saw 
the trompe l’oeil illusion: The artist had 
painstakingly inked every knot and wood 
grain on silk cloth. Liu Di’s manipulated 
photography has dinosaur-sized deer, 


rabbits and monkeys surrounded by urban 
sprawl. Nature being isolated in its former 
home works as a potential read, but when 
a picture offers us the ass end of a panda, 
I’m inclined to think we’re also looking 
at an oppressive government turning its 
back on its people. 

None of what’s displayed is imme¬ 
diately easy to read, all of it requiring 
thought; the friend I brought with me 
had so much to say, argue about and look 
at while we were there that a docent had 
to interrupt us to tell us the museum 
had closed. We’d lost track of time; I 
don’t remember the last time that hap¬ 
pened. Kudos to curator Barbara Pollack 
for amassing a consistently high-quality 
group of artists, all exceedingly brave for 
confronting their government, struggling 
with its issues in such a meaningful way, 
and asking the questions that need to be 
asked. It made me wish there were more 
artists like this in the United States—or, at 
the very least, American art like this being 
shown locally.

Life Is Ka Boom! 

K a Boom! Art Toy Gallery owner Tracy 
Otero is the first to call himself a 
hoarder, but he's also a businessman: 

He picks up rare and obscure items from 
antique stores, thrift shops and garage 
sales, then sells them via his eBay store. 
It's all on display at Ka Boom!, a tiny loft 
hidden within an industrial street across 
from the Santa Ana train station. In his 
collection right now are wide-eyed 
porcelain puppy statuettes, H.R. Pufnstuf 
dolls, records, guitars, retro tchotchkes, 
even salvaged neon signs. 

Besides being a toy chest of quirky 
objects, Ka Boom! hosts exhibitions and 
gallery shows at which Otero and other 
local artists display their work. In the three 
years he's lived in SanTana, Otero says, he 
has found the art scene engaging. "Peo¬ 
ple are more welcoming here than other 
communities," Otero says. "I'm amazed at 
how artists here have just taken me in." 

Otero moved from Los Angeles to 
Orange County in 2001, then to SanTana in 
2012. He's been slinging classic toys and 
art since his punks days in 1978, when he 
played for bands including Sludge and the 
Stains. But after a midlife crisis, a divorce 
and becoming a stay-at-home dad, Otero 
decided to start creating. His paintings 
switch from clean, minimal skulls outlined 
with vibrant colors to wild, layered graffiti 
works hearkening backto his prime influ¬ 
ences: Jean-Michel Basquiat, Jackson 
Pollock and Pablo Picasso. 

The loft is also a shrine to punk, with 
a Darby Crash memorial and the self- 
anointed Punk Rock Museum, which 
holds the largest collection of punk 
rock 8-tracks, a belt worn by Johnny 
Thunders, a microphone used by Crash, 
a piece of a guitar used by Iggy Pop and 
other ephemera. 

"I'm just doing this for the same 
reason other people open businesses," 
Otero says. "You're doing what you want. 
You're living your dream."

MONTE LIVINGSTON 


Monte Livingston of Living Art Gallery Tattoo Lounge 


T he walls of Monte Livingston’s 
Living Art Gallery Tattoo 
Lounge are decorated not with 
flash, but with fine art. The 
tranquil waiting area is sectioned off from 
the drawing/painting/tattooing area by a 
set of large glass doors, making the joint 
seem more like a place for paint brushes 
than tattoo needles. And that’s just how 
Livingston wants it, as well as why he’s 
hosting an art show there on Saturday. 

“It’s not just going to be a tattoo art 
show,” Livingston says. “There are going 
to be a lot of really beautiful pieces here. 
There’ll be food and music. It’ll be a full 
show and a very entertaining event. We’ve 
done shows here before, but this will be 
different. Everyone has their own style.” 

It makes sense for Living Art Gallery to 
host such an event, as Livingston is more 
of a fine artist. “I was originally a painter, 
but an art teacher [at San Clemente High 
School] told me I should focus on the art 
that excited me,” Livingston recalls. “At 
15, everything I was using was handmade. 
Now you can go down the street and buy 
everything you need to tattoo. The school 
didn’t know about it, but that art teacher 
let me tattoo a client in his classroom for a 
senior project.” 

From there, Livingston was almost 
entirely self-taught. He never had a for¬ 
mal apprenticeship, instead working out 
of a studio he’d set up at his grandparents’ 
house and watching other artists’ hand 
movements and techniques. He didn’t 
even work under anyone else at another 
shop before opening up Living Art Gal¬ 
lery in 2011. While that type of intro to

the industry might be frowned upon by its 
veterans, it increasingly defines the new 
breed of ink peddlers. 

“It gets me so excited to see more people 
really pushing the boundaries of art in tat¬ 
toos; it gives me the chills,” Livingston says. 

His style of using bold coloring and the 
fact that his work often lacks a traditional 
black outline has lead some potential cli¬ 
ents to question whether the 29-year-old’s 
art will hold up a few years down the line, 
but Livingston believes the principles of 
art hold true regardless of the medium. 

“The new ink stays in the skin really 
well, so the need for a big black outline 
isn’t there as much if you have some really 
good contrast in the piece,” Livingston 
says. “The contrast becomes the outline. 
The concepts are the same in painting 
and tattooing, but the difference is in the 
application. In painting, you use bigger 
brushes for bigger spaces, and then get 
smaller for the finer details, which is the 
exact same as tattooing.”

Mike Ness looks back, focusing on the past of Social Distortion

M ike Ness, Dennis Danell 
and the rest of Social Dis¬ 
tortion didn’t expect their 
major-label debut would 
gain much traction when they headed into 
the Track Record in North Hollywood in 
the summer of 1989. Their sound at the 
time, which melded rockabilly, blues and 
country on top of punk, was a quirk in the 
Southern California punk scene. 

“This was my shot,” a tired Ness says as 
he sips on coffee the morning after a gig in 
Charlotte. “This was a major-label record, 
and I had a shot to carve a direction for the 
future of this band and what I wanted this 
band to sound like in 30 years.” 

Though it’s apparent now that the 
band was on the verge of widespread 
success, those early days didn’t hint at 
anything special on the horizon. Formed 
in 1979, Social Distortion’s first 11 years 
were marked by Ness’ drug and alcohol 
problems, in addition to him spending 
time in and out of jail. Once he was sober 
and ready to go, Social Distortion inked a 
deal with Epic Records and got to work on 
their self-titled, third album. Ness knew 
he had to do something that would sepa¬ 
rate Social Distortion from their contem¬ 
poraries of that day and would be true to 
what the band was about. 

Though songs from that album have 
become iconic anthems that arguably 
encapsulate the Orange County punk 
ethos, Ness wasn’t necessarily confident 
in them at the time. “By the mid-’80s, a 
lot of the bands were starting to sound 
the same and stereotype themselves 


with these ridiculous rules of what was 
and wasn’t punk,” he explains. “When I 
was writing songs such as ‘Story of My 
Life’ and ‘Ball and Chain,’ I wasn’t sure 
people were going to like them. I knew 
I did, so it was a huge risk-taking thing 
because these weren’t stereotypical 
punk songs.” 

While recording and writing what 
made up Social Distortion, Ness had been 
sober for five years. With a newfound 
energy that wasn’t dulled by substance 
abuse, the songwriter’s work ethic 
increased, and that sharpened and drove 
his band mates as well. Many of the lyrics 
on that album were based on Ness’ inner 
reflections, warning signs—such as in “It 
Coulda Been Me”—if listeners decided to 
veer down the path he had once been on. 

“I like that ‘Ball and Chain’ means 
something different to everyone who lis¬ 
tens to it,” he says. “But for me, it meant 
asking for help from a higher power and 
something greater than myself. Up until 
that point in my life, I’d ended up in the 
back of police cars or overdosed in a 
hospital. It’s a spiritual song, and I think 
people relate to it because everyone has 
struggles, and the ball and chain is obvi¬ 
ously the struggles of people’s lives and 
trying to overcome them.” 

Working with a new producer, Dave 
Jerden, Ness was more focused on the 
production than on making a seminal 
album. He was worried Epic would try to 
change the band’s sound, but fortunately, 
he says, the powerhouse label didn’t 
meddle. Having a smallish budget allowed 


the band to work quietly without being 
too much on anyone’s radar. And more 
important to Ness, he was able to quit his 
day job; he hasn’t had one since. 

Despite Epic’s feeble attempts at mar¬ 
keting Southern California punk to the 
mainstream, Social Distortion managed 
to carve out a loyal fan base across the 
country—even the world. The band didn’t 
let their integrity get compromised by 
some of the label’s marketing schemes, 
and that attitude remains with them 
today. The latest incarnation of the band 
is currently on an extensive tour celebrat¬ 
ing the 25th anniversary of Social Distor¬ 
tion by playing it front to back. Ness is 
pleased with revisiting the material in 
such a fashion, even if it’s far from what 
the group are accustomed to. Every show 
is sold out, and according to Ness, the 
aura of the crowd has been different. The 
commemorative tour is a testament to the 
fans who bought the album and helped 
make the band what they are today, says 
the singer, who has seen kids as young as 
5 in the audience. 

“It’s been interesting revisiting this at this 
time,” Ness says. “I don’t listen to my own 
music very often, so to go back in time and 
literally relive it every night makes it inter¬ 
esting on many levels. It was such a pivotal 
point in our career, and if not for [the fans], 
this may not have ever happened.” 

As excited as he is to take a trip back, 
Ness can’t help but remember one of his 
closest friends, guitarist Dennis Danell, 
who died in 2000. “The only sad thing 
is that Dennis isn’t at my side while I’m 


leading this project,” he says. “I wish he 
was around to celebrate this, too.” 

Over the years, Social Distortion have 
become one of the most revered punk 
bands. Ness has struck up a friendship 
with Bruce Springsteen, who in recent 
years has brought him onstage at area gigs 
for thunderous renditions of “Bad Luck,” 
which is off Social Distortion’s follow up, 
Somewhere Between Heaven and Hell. The 
Boss has referred to the outfit as “a great 
Southern California punk band,” words 
Ness doesn’t take lightly. 

With all of the praise that has been 
bestowed upon the band by critics, fans 
and peers, Ness always points to Social 
Distortion as the record that allowed them 
to become the band they are today. 

“To hear a big star like Bruce acknowl¬ 
edge you and praise you, not only is it a 
milestone, but it’s definitely something 
that makes me think that maybe we’re 
better than I realize,” Ness says. “When 
I wrote this album, I never realized I’d 
write songs that would change people’s 
lives through the hard times and the 
good times. I’m just a singer and a guitar 
player, and I’m grateful these songs have 
become timeless and passed on for three 
generations. Besides, what’s more hard¬ 
core than real life?”

Back On the Road 

The Boxmasters come home to the Coach House

S ince their 2009 studio release, 
Modbilly, the Boxmasters have 
spent a lot of time recording 
their hybrid of mod music and 
country rock in singer/drummer Billy 
Bob Thornton’s home studio. Thornton 
and bassist/rhythm guitarist/vocalist 
J.D. Andrew have completed four or five 
albums’ worth of songs in that time, none of 
it released until this past April. That’s when 
101 Ranch Records put out Somewhere 
Down the Road, a double CD of freshly 
recorded tunes, and now, in addition to 
touring in support of that CD, the Boxmas¬ 
ters have begun to release digital copies of 
their backlogged tracks via their website. 

‘When we ended with [previous label] 
Vanguard in 2009, we just recorded, 
recorded, recorded and didn’t have any¬ 
where to go with these [songs],” Andrew 
says. Finally, he and Thornton figured, 

“Let’s just make stuff available online,” and 
as long as the Boxmasters are out promoting 
the new CD, Andrew says, the label is fine 
with their digital content being out there. 

On Aug. 13, the band released Provi¬ 
dence, one of the albums they recorded 
in the basement studio of Thornton’s 
previous home. Andrew did the master¬ 
ing on the record; his production credits 
include producing, engineering and mix¬ 
ing for artists such as the Rolling Stones, 
Fleetwood Mac and Kelly Clarkson. But 
the songs for Somewhere Down the Road 
were all recorded at the historic studio of 
A&M Records. Working outside Thorn¬ 
ton’s home changed the frequency of 
their recording sessions. “We still record 
a lot, but obviously when you’re on the 
clock, it’s a little bit different, and there’s 
something about going to the studio away 
from the house,” Thornton says. “It feels 
like you’re going to work, which is a good 
thing for me—because when you have the 
studio right there at your disposal, you 


can start to kind of take it for granted.” 

Andrew points out that the A&M ses¬ 
sions forced the band to come into their 
own to some extent. “[For] some of the 
older records, it was hyperstylized stuff,” 
he says. “[It was] kind of blending old 
hillbilly music with British Invasion; Billy 
sang pretty much every song in some sort 
of character and/or in a David Allan Coe 
kind of impression.” But when it came to 
recording this album, he says, “We would 
just kind of bang out the songs as quickly 
as we could, and when we bang ’em out 
quickly, we play ’em as naturally as we 
can, and that’s how this record sounds. It’s 
our natural sound.” 

That sound has at least two distinct 
modes. The first Somewhere Down the 
Road CD is very uptempo, while the sec¬ 
ond is much moodier. At concerts, Thorn¬ 
ton likes to introduce the songs, explaining 
that the sound of the music doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily reflect the message. “Even our happy, 
pop-sounding songs are usually pretty 
heavy in terms of the subject matter, so the 
music is kind of juxtaposed to the lyrics 
a lot of times,” he says. “That’s why I like 
to tell the audience the story sometimes 
because they might be listening to some¬ 
thing that they think is just about taking 
Suzy to the malt shop, but it’s really not.” 

The Boxmasters played the first show 
of their first tour at the Coach House, so 
concluding this tour at the same venue 
feels akin to a homecoming. “It’s a nice, 
intimate place, and people are right up 
there with you and everything,” Thorn¬ 
ton says. “It’s almost kind of like sitting 
around your living room.”

T he first time Cristian Cuppetelli picked up a 
bass, he had to stand on a chair to play it. 

He started on an old-school jazz upright at age 
4, moving on to electric bass a year later. Having 
his hands dwarfed by the massive wood body of 
the instrument is something he's always known. 
But even back when his instrument of choice 
was taller than he was, the pint-sized player now 
known as the Rockabilly Kid was never scared 
of taming it. At age 10, the bass still looks big 
on him, especially the wide-bodied, cherry-red 
Gretsch he plays (he's currently endorsed by the 
company, alongside a slew of others). The only 
difference now is that his career is getting to be 
just as big—and for good reason. 

Playing a variety of styles from rockabilly 
(natch) to punk, funk, jazz and classical, Cup¬ 
petelli is definitely getting his licks in onstage, 
venturing from his hometown of Corona to play 
shows with his band Takin' Nam3z at such 
Orange County clubs as the House of Blues 
and the Observatory, as well as opening for the 
Cadillac Tramps, Agent Orange, the Adicts and 
revered Johnny Cash tribute band Cash'D Out. 

We recently interviewed the young lord of the 
low end about his remarkable career. 

OC WEEKLY; Do you come from a musical family? 
CRISTIAN CUPPETELLI: My mom plays piano, 
and my dad is a concert promoter for Helmet, 
Metallica, Alice in Chains—all those good bands. 
He also does the Rockabilly Reunion in Lake 
Havasu City. 

How often do you tour? 

Right now, I'm doing a mini tour with my band, 
Takin' Nam3z, [performing at] the House of Blues 


[in both Anaheim and San Diego] and the Hard 
Rock Cafe in Las Vegas, and I'm playing Lake 
Havasu at the Heat Hotel. 

Did you take lessons? 

When I started playing upright bass, I didn't know 
how to play chords or anything, then my dad put 
me in a music school when I was 8, and now I 
teach myself. 

You've also had some amazing mentors , / hear. 
Yes, at the Whisky a Go Go, I had a lesson with 
Duff McKagan, and I had a lesson with Sean 
McNabb. Sean's one of my mentors. Jonny "Two 
Bags" [Wickersham] from Social Distortion gives 
me lessons, too. 

You're known as the Rockabilly Kid, but what 
other styles do you like playing? 

I play everything—jazz, blues, classical, rock 
& roll, metal. I respect all of it because I know 
there's people who like that music. 

What really appeals to you about bass? 

Bass is the foundation of the song: It keeps the 
beat together. It goes with the drums, and you 
want the bass and the drums to be together. 
What's your goal as far as your career in music ? 
I'd like to move on with my band and continue 
inspiring kids and playing music. I'd like to have 
my own studio and help kids learn howto play.
